Tuw morning at 6 o'clock Irving Hopi 


ping, the Wabash fireman, died at St. 
Mary's Hospital, from injuries rect-ived 
Saturday nigh' by jnmpingfrora Wnbash 
locomotive 1188 at Honey Bend on the 
St. Louis division. 
The engineer in 


charge was Brown Whitsel and H,opping 
wan the fireman. The engine was pulling 
the Chicago express due here st 12.15 
Sunday morning. The train was going 
at about 35 miles an hour when a side 
rod broke. The flying rod broke a bole 
in the boiler from which the steam poured 
out into the cab, causing the engineer 
and fireman to climb on the coal iu the 
tender for safety. 
No doubt supposing 


that a more serious catastrophe was about 
to occur, Hopping jumped off the tender 
striking the ground on hia feet, bounding 
headlong a distance of 30 feet, striking on 
his head. Whitsel remained on the tender 
and in a few minutes succeeded in stop- 
ping the engine. The train was backed 
up to the point where Hopping jumped 
off. He was found in an unconscious 
condition, and after another locomotive 
was secured the train was brought to 
Deoatur with the injured fireman on 
board. 
He was taken at once to St 


Marj's Hospital where he was attended 
by Dr. Cass. Chenowetb, who found that 
the skull at the base of the brain was 
fractured. There was little or no hope 
that he would recover, and he died as al- 
ready stated at 5 o'clock this morning. 


The deceased was the son of Samuel 


Hopping, ot Pueblo, Colorado, a former 
resident of Deoatur. His uncle, Charles 
Hopping, who is a member of the G. A. R.

He Discusses the Question and Makes a 


Suggestion. 


CAN DECATUR HAVI A SUCCESSFUL FAIR? 
For argument's sake we will take tbe affirm- 


ative of this question, and whether we are 
successful or not in proving this fact, will be 
no more in error than tho prophets who pre 
dieted • mild winter. However, to the subject. 
We might answer that a "successful fair," in 
IU broadest sense, is a school. Now, in order 
to maintain this school, some'hing must be 
done. Necessary buildings and a prope/ fac- 
ulty are required to take charge of the several, 
departments. A certain endowment ie requir- 
ed, as you all will admit, to meet incidentals, 
&o. Now tbe question arises, how about the 
fund, &c? How shall It be raised? Your build- 
ings are old, your fences tottering down, 
treasury more than exhausted. One citizen, 
in writing, says for the "old board" to step 
down and out. Another says, let those run it 
who did euch noble work toward securing the 
state fair fund 
In regard to the old board, 


have they not time and again shown a readi- 
ness to step down and out whenever a stock 
company oi a sufficient amount can be estab- 
lished so that a fair could be guaranteed an- 
nually and premiums to be paid in full, 
Again, have they not done as well as they 
could under the unfavorable circumstances? 
Let us be honest and give credit where it IB 
due. 


I was in favor of the stnte fair being located 


at Decatur, but as we were not successful in 
securing It, we will try to think that it was 
aftor all for our good. Now, why not have a 
Central Illinois Fair, to be located at Decahir. 
And to be a stock company, consisting of a 
fund contributed, not only in this county but 
of all counties that may wish to join with us. 
In speaking of this we speak tho sentiments 
of a number of citizens in this locality ad well 
as those of other parts of tbe county, and in 
iaot with some of those with whom we have 
conversed in other counties. One party re- 
marked that he would contribute largely if 
such an organization could bo foimed. 


Under the present system, even though we 


have the necessary buildings and funds requi- 
site, we could not hope to succeed. In order 
to secure the assistance and attendance, par- 
ties must feel that they are directly interested 
and responsible for the success of such an or- 
ganization, and such is not the case now ae it 
would be under an entirely new system. To 
secure their aid, then, they must become a 
part of us, and we cannot succeed under the 
old, let us all "chip in" and form the "Central 
Illinois." In central Kentucky there are no 
less than three different fairs wlthlu a distance 
of twenty miles of each other. Any »ne*bf 
tho three Is equal or will exceed tho Illinois 
state fair In every department, except per- 
haps, that of machinery. 


We think, therefore, 
upon this princi- 


ple, ihat 120,000 can be raised. Should the 
county make an appropriation, as in the case 
of the state falr-and why not, as everything 
would be more substantial. And tho period 
for holding the fair an indefinite number of 
years, instead of for only two. We have not 
tbe slightest doubt but that $15,000 could be 
raised privately. Would it not bo an excellent 
plan to have a meeting in the near future at 
the court house in Decatur, for tho purpose of 
ascertaining tbe views of different citizens on 
the fair question.

While we 
do not wish to place ourselves in the attitude 
of asking alms, even for those who hazarded 
life and limb for the perpetuation of our He- 
publican form of government, we may st 
least call attention to their necessities, and as 
citizens of a common and united country— 
oure only by reason of their patriotic response 
to the call to arms at a time wben all appeared 
on the verge of being lost through treachery 
and rebellion— ask that they be not compelled 
to endure the misery of want or bear the hu- 
miliation of becoming the recipients of a 
grudging charity in tbe county poorhouses.

n preparation for the operation, and 
then assuming that some other person 
could be found who would consent to 
appropriate his own scalp to cutting 
out the proper bits for the work, yet 
then the very best possible success musi 
be extremely imperfect. The denuded 
surface would heal so rapidly between 
the "grafts" that no extension on their 
part could take place, and a head with 
small specks of hair here and there 
would be the only attainable result.

The result of all seems 
to be that when baldness has come 
slowly and naturally, it has come 
stay and our only wisdom is to be con

Coroner Perl 
was summoned. He took charge ot the 


ody, and the women laid out the body 
n the large room. In examining the bed 
he coroner found a small bottle, oontain- 
ng enough morphine to kill a half-dozen 
people, under a large pillow. The inquest 
was held last night. The jurymen were 
V. B. DBVIBOD, Dr. O. F. Corman, Jos. 
bnallwood, Wm. Slaughter, J. B. Fielder 
and Z. W. Harris. The witnesses were 
Jr. Oass Ohenowetb, A. S. Bailey, Mrs. 
Ogden, Mrs. Johnson, Willi'-m and Lm- 
on Daviaon. Dr. Ohenoweth had known 
leoeased for several years. Hud pre- 
onbed for her on Saturday and had seen 
ler last on Sunday, when she complained 
if pain at lower part of abdomen, 
thought illness caused by change of life 
Did not know that she uped morphine, bnt 
;new 
that she had had hemorrhages. 


William Davison while coming up the 
stairway Monday afternoon saw deceased 
ookmg out of the door, when she told 
nm she had the cramps. Witness asked 
ler if he could do anything for her. She 
said no and then closed the door. Saw 
ler no more bnt next evening while in 
nsurance office heard a peculiar rapping. 
[t soon ceased and he thought no more 
ot it. Mrs. Johnson bad known Mrs. 
White for 7 or 8 years. Knew that she 
lad been ill for some time. Saw her Sat- 
urday evening sitting in her chair. Then 
lad fever blisters on her lips and looked 
as it tbe was about to die. Never heard 
ler say she used morphine. 


The jury failed to agree upon a verdict 


last night and an adjournment was taken 
until this afternoon. There are no marks 
of violence on the body, and it seems 
plain that she died from taking an over- 
dose of morphine. The bottle tells tbe 
story. The deceased was aged 45 years, 
and in 1862 was married to James 0. 
White. She has not been'living with her 
husband for 10 years. His whereabouts 
are unknown. Her child is dead. She 
IBS lived in Deoatur 10 years. For 5 or 
6 years she hf,s had rooms over 158 Mer- 
chant street, and about a rear ago re- 
moved to where she died. It is known 
that business was dull with her and 
ihie fact with her ill health probably 
caused her to destroy her life. 


The deceased formerly resided at 


Maoon, where her relatives once resi 
ded. Her brother, Oharlea Harrab, is the 
young man with whom Eobett Wilkinson, 
;he night watchman, had trouble 
year or two ago. 
Wilkinson claimed to 


nave been stabbed by Harrab, bnt the 
alleged fact was not substantiated and he 
was released. Among the articles found 
in the room by the Coroner was 95 cents 
in money, also a case of bottled beer that 
was unopened.

THB VERDICT. 


The jury met this afternoon and agreed 


upon a verdict. It is to the effect that 
the deceased came to her death from 
cause or causes unknown to the jury. 


Two LADIBB from Arcola arrived in 


Decatur at noon and viewed the remains 
ol Mrs. M. E. White, at Perl's undertak- 
ing established. They were visiting J, J. 
Johnson, an uncle of the deceased, 


Dr. John Harrah, brother of the de- 


ceased, and J. J. Johnson are expected to 
arrive in Decatur this evening from Ar- 
cola. They will give directions about 
the burial.

dure. The recount aa stated yesterday 
was made by the experts, Henry McCIel- 
lan and Isaac W. Ehrman, in the pres- 
ence of the court, the opposing attorneys 
and ouch spectators as desired to witness 
the formal investigation. Only the bal- 
lots oast at tbe Toting precincts in Deoa- 
tnr township were overhauled and re- 
counted, and the following is tbe result:

Tbe official canvass made in November 


gave Perl a majority ot 124; the recount 
gives him a majority of 134, a gain of 10 
votes, It was discovered that 34 pasters 
with Perl's name had been need, and aa 
the validity of these would not change 
the result, the petition of the contestant 
for a certificate of election as coroner was 
dismissed. The paster question was not 
argued bnt it would have been (prong 
had a greater number—say 68—been vot- 
ed purposely or unwittingly for Perl. 
There was only one Bendnre paster found 
n the lot, and its discovery was a great 
surprise to the contestant, for he ordered 
none printed and did not know of any 
one who had ordered any printed or had 
used them. Mr. Perl is now coroner be- 
'ond dispute, and will hold the office four 
reare, or until his successor is duly elect- 
ed and qualified. 


The Season of Fasting. 


This is the Lenten Season. It is an- 


nounced that the following rules will 
govern Catholics until Baster Sunday: 


A cup of coffee, tea, or thin chocolate, with 
a small piece of bread, or a cracker, without 
butter, may be taken in the morning. 
Flesh meat may be used at every meal on 
Sundays, and once a day at the principal meal 
on all other flajB, except Wednesdays and 
Fridays and the second and last Saturdays of 
Lent. 
Milk, butter, cheese, vugs and flab mny be 
used at the collation in the evening, and the 
same in the morning by those who are not 
obliged to last. But ilc-Bh neat and nsh are 
not allowed at tbe same mew, not even on thn 
Sundays ol Lent. 
Lard, butter or other animal fat may be used 
Instead of vegetable oil, in preparing food., 


The following are exempt from fasting: 
1. Persons under the age of 81 years. 2. 
Those whose strength ia impaired by old age. 
3. Tbe sick and convalescent and those who 
are of a debilitated constitution, or whose 
household or other duties would suffer by their 
fasting. 
4. Females who are pregnant or 
nursing infants. 5 Those who are subject to 
herd work. 6 Mendicants who cannot count 
on a regular meal. 
Tbe following are exempt irom abstinence; 
1. Mendicants may eat what is offered them. 
it. The sick and convalescent. 3 Ihose whose 
health Is impaired by abstinence, or the duties 
ot whose calling generally suffer by it. 4 Tho 
poor who cannot procure the other necessa- 
ries of life. 
Those who are dispensed from fasting from 
want of age, or on account of advanced aee, 
or by reason of hard work, are not, on this 
account, dispensed from abstinence. Those 
who doubt as to whether they tome a legiti- 
mate cause of exemption fiom iastlng or ab- 
stinence must coiitult ilieir spiritual director 
or confebsor. 


A Liquor Decision.

field %ill be of interest to certain par- 
ties who hsng out in the email towns: 


SnmiiCFiBLD, ILL., February 
IT—Amos 
Shrtvor, of Shawneetown, was brought before 
Judge Treat in the Federal Court here on an 
indictment for Boiling liquors In Falrfleld 
without a license. Ihe proof showed that 
Shri^cr sent liquors to citizens of Fairneld, 
the price to be collected on delivery. Tbe courl 
hold that this constituted the sale of liquors 
In Fairneld; that as Shrlver sold them there 
without a special tax he was guilty of carrying 
on tbe business of a retal liquor dealer in Fair- 
field without having paid the special tax re- 
quired by law of the United Slates. This la 
the first time this point has been pasted upon 
by B United States Court.

country at large cost 136,000,000 
without counting the cost of mainte 
nance, trial, conviction and ptinUh 
ment, and all this is collected iu 
taxes from the people. When ninety 
persons are arrested iu Chicago 
every day in the year, it means, sajs 
he, that for every person arrested 
five otheis suffer sympathetically 
and socially. Dr. Thomas says that 
notwithstanding this "great outlay 
oar penal system neither protects 
society or reforms criminals, and 
concludes that the system is either a 
failure or we are incapable of deal- 
ing with organized crime.

To see "Boots" Tan Steenburg, as

The Tliotimnds ot Island* Oft tho South- 


ern Coast ol Florida, 


In the St. La\vience tiieie are tb.6 


Thousand Islands. Whether they fail 
by one or two that complete roundness 
of ten times one hundred I do not 
know. On the southern end of the 
Gulf State there may be seen on the 
map a stretch called the Ten Thousand 
Islands. He was a very unimaginative 
person, niggardly, having a dread of 
exaggeration,who named these wonder- 
ful islands. lie skimped his nomencla- 
ture. There are not ten thousand 
islands, there must be a million of 
them, and more to spare, almost all of 
them covered with mangroves. To de- 
scribe them were a difficult task. I 
may succeed, perhaps, in giving a faint 
idea of their number by asking the 
reader to think of one of those old 
mosaic floors the Romans delighted in. 
The infinite countless little bite of stone 
are the islands, the cement the water. 
Island after island appears emerging 
out of these blue bays. Some are but 
a few acres msize, then there are others 
with an area of several square miles. 
Now the channel between them is 
so narrow that a boat can not 
pass, and then it expands to 
a 


mile wide. Beautiful silent harbors are 
entered with peninsulas jutting into 
them, and behind comes labyrinth. It 
is an endless archipelago, all green and 
smiling 
A man might hide himself 


here, -providing he could only live, and 
remain uncaught 
forever; tracking 


him would be impossible. Only here 
and tbere on some of the islands is 
there the appearance of land, percept- 
ible by a thin ridge. You can tell it 
by the land wood growing on it. Cen- 
turies ago this island m.ght, have been 
1 on the sea-fioul, 
and some storm 


tlnew up the sea-bottom. Stretching 
then out in every direction, these in- 
tricate islands block the way. There 
may be eight, ten, or twenly miles to 
cross before the main-land would be 
reached, that is, if you had the wings 
of a man-of-war bird, and could fly. In 
a boat, working in and out through 
his maze, you would have to row 
maybe one hundied miles, then finally 
you might fetch up on Florida proper.
